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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statements of reason for allowance: 
Claims 41-71 are allowable over the prior art of record. 
Terminal Disclaimer was filed on May 25, 2005. 

The examiner has found that the prior art of record does not appear to teach or 
suggest or render obvious the claimed limitations in combination with the specific added 
limitations as recited in independent claims and subsequent dependent claims. The 
prior art of record fails to teach or suggest a method and system for communicating 
between an information provider and at least one client computer on a computer 
network via satellite transmitter and satellite receiver wherein the server computer 
network being programmed to route the downloaded data to client computers on the 
computer network irrespective of the client computer's operating systems such that the 
server computer does not require the same operating system for each client computer 
of the plurality of client computers as recited in the independent claims.
